In addition to his duties as Director of 
Athletics, he has been a lecturer in history at Yale since 1958 and was named

BUSINESS MANAGER 


A member of the “Yale Athletic Association 
staff since 1933, William H. (Widdy) Neale 
has held his present post as business man- 
ager since 1951. Previous to that, he had 
been the director of Yale's vast intramural 
athletic program. A native of Parkersburg, 
W. Va., he was a three-sport standout in 
football, basketball and baseball as a Yale 
u undergraduate.

JAMES (GIB) HOLGATE 


ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 


James “Gib” Holgate assumed the duties of 
Assistant Director of Athletics in 1961. 
Born in Gary, Ind., Holgate attended Shore- 
wood High School, Milwaukee, Wisc., where 
he captained the football team and lettered 
in football, basketball and track. He played" 
freshman football at the University of Wis- 
consin, but the following year, as a Marine 
trainee, he was a member of the University 
of Michigan varsity. Following overseas ser- 
vice as an officer in World War II, he re- 
turned to Michigan in 1946. While work- 
ing for his BS. degree and his MS. in 
Physical Education there, he assisted in 
coaching Michigan’s junior varsity football 
squad. In 1948, he joined the staff of Hillsdale College as athletic director, 
assistant professor of Physical Education and head football coach. He came to 
Yale in 1949, serving for two seasons as junior varsity coach. In 1951 he b:- 
came head coach of freshman football, a post he also currently holds. During 
his 13-year tenure with the freshman, teams he coached have won 49 games, 
lost only 23 and tied seven for a fine .665 average. Three times (1953, 1954 and 
1959) the freshman were undefeated and in four other seasons the teams lost 
only one game. Holgate has served on the coaching staffs for college all-star 
games in Chicago and Miami, has authored a book entitled Fundamental Foot- 
ball published in 1958, and is a member of the Marine Corps active reserve 
in which he now holds the rank of lieutenant colonel. He is married and the 
father of three children. 
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JOHN PONT 


HEAD COACH 


Yale’s 31st football coach, John Pont had a 
successful inaugural season in 1963 when his 
varsity footballers compiled a six won, three 
lost record. This was their first winning season 
since 1960 and the Elis finished in a fourth 
place tie in the Ivy League. 


The former head coach at Miami University (of 
Ohio), was named as head football coach at 
Yale in March 1963 succeeding Jordan Olivar 
who had resigned the previous January after a 
successful eleven-year tenure. 

A native of Canton, Ohio, the 36 year old Pont won all-state recognition as a 
guard at Canton Timken High School. Following graduation, he enlisted in 
the Navy and became a halfback with the San Diego Submarine Base team. 

He entered Miami in 1948 and began his varsity career as a sophomore by 
returning the opening kickoff, in the first game of the season, 94 yards for a 
touchdown. During his career, Pont carried the ball 439 times for 4,184 yards 
and an amazing average of 9.5 yards per carry. He became the top ground 
gainer in Miami history despite his 5-7, 167 pound frame. Pont wore jersey 
number 42, the only one in Miami football history to be retired. 

After graduation, the three time All-Conference halfback tried out with the 
Green Bay Packers but was released as being “too small.” He finished the 1952 
season with the Toronto Argonauts. 

Like Yale, Miami has a football legend. One that has produced big-name 
coaches such as Woody Hayes, Earl Blaik, Paul Brown, Weeb Ewbank, Paul 
Dietzel and Ага Parseghian. 

In 1956, when Parseghian moved to Northwestern, Pont was appointed 
varsity coach after serving as freshman coach at his alma-mater. In his first 
season, Miami won the conference crown compiling a 7-1-1 record. During 
seven seasons at the Ohio school, Pont’s teams have won 43, lost 21 and tied 
two games. Last year, the Redskins won the Mid-America Conference champion- 
ship for the third time under his direction and ended the season with an out- 
standing 8-1-1 mark. Included in the victory column was a 10-7 win over 
Purdue, one of the major upsets of the 1962 collegiate football campaign. 

The Canton, Ohio native is married to the former Sandy Stoutt and the 
father of three children, John, Jennifer and Jeff. 
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CARMEN COZZA 


Came to Yale in 1963 after serving as freshman 
coach and varsity assistant at Miami (of Ohio) under 
John Pont. Cozza is the backfield coach handling 
both offense and defense. The Cleveland, Ohio 
native is a former teammate and roommate of John 
Pont. He was graduated from Parma Schaaf High 
School where he won eleven letters while playing 
four sports. A defensive standout on the gridiron, he 
was captain of the baseball team his senior year. In 
1952, he pitched a no-hitter for Miami. After grad- 
uation, he signed a Cleveland contract and played 
minor league baseball for both the Indians and White 
Sox. He also served as assistant coach at Collinwood (Ohio) High School and 
head coach at Gilmore Academy. He holds Bachelor and Master degrees from 
Miami. Cozza is married and father of three children. During the spring. 
he served as assistant freshman baseball coach. 


HERBERT FAIRFIELD 


This Chelsea, Mass. native came to Yale last year 
with head coach John Pont after serving as assistant 
and head freshman football coach at Miami (of Ohio). 
Fairfield is coaching the guards and preps the Elis in 
offensive blocking. Herb assisted the track coaching 
staff during the past season. After gaining all-state 
recognition at Weymouth (Mass.) High School, he 
served in the Navy from 1951-1955. Entering Miami 
after the service, he was a regular at tackle for three 
years gaining league mention and Academic All- 
American honors. He also participated in wrestling. 
: Upon graduation, he entered Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity where he served as freshman coach while earning a Masters Degree in 
1960. He and Mrs. Fairfield have two sons. 
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JAY FRY 


The 1964 football season will mark Jay Fry’s second 
season at Yale. He is the tackle coach after serving 
in the same position at Miami (of Ohio) on the 
staff of John Pont. He was awarded B.S. and MS. 
degrees at Miami after beginning his college career 
at Cedarville (Ohio) College. A former tennis player 
at Hamilton (Ohio) High School, Fry played no 
football until entering college. At Miami, he partici- 
pated in both football and wrestling and was selected 
as an All-Conference guard. After graduation, he was 
a member of the College All-Star team and later 

ena played with the Los Angeles Rams. He coached at 
Celina (Ohio) High School and Ontario Agricultural and Veterinary College in 
Canada before returning to Miami in 1956 to join his classmate John Pont as 
varsity assistant. Fry was wrestling coach at Miami and is the freshman wrest- 
ling coach at Yale. Married, he is the father of three children. 


HARRY JACUNSKI 


Senior member in point of service on the current 
Yale coaching staff, Harry Jacunski has been tutoring 
Eli varsity linemen since 1948. He was scholastic 
standout in football and basketball in his native New 
Britain, Conn. At Fordham, he was an honor student 
and co-captain of the 1938 football team. Following 
graduation, he competed for six seasons in the pro- 
fessional ranks as a member of the Green Bay Pack- 
ers. Teaming with Don Hudson to give the Packers 
a great pair of ends, he won selection to the All- 
League squad. He served for one year as end coach 

>> at Notre Dame and followed this up with a two- 
year tenure at Harvard prior to taking up his present duties at Yale. He and 
Mrs. Jacunski have five children. 


ERNEST PLANK 


“Ernie” is now in his second year as Yale end coach, 
the same position he held at Miami (of Ohio). A 
native of Columbus, Ohio, Plank was a football, 
basketball and baseball standout at Bexley High 
School in Columbus. He gained all-state honors in 
both football and basketball and was captain of both 
teams. He played football under Paul Brown at the 
Great Lakes Naval Station and Ohio State before 
transferring to Miami (of Ohio) where he captained 
the Redskins during Pont's sophomore year. A stand- 
out at defensive tackle, he later was head coach of 

` football and basketball at Grove City (Ohio) High 
School before returning to his alma mater as Pont's aide. During the winter, 
“Ernie” serves as assistant basketball coach at Yale. Plank is married and the 
father of two.
